Attached is a copy of a proposed Smoking 
& Health Kit to be introduced at the Philip 
Morris International Corporate Affairs Conference 
in Miami November 18. 

We are asking your assistance in the pre¬ 
paration of this kit, designed for our general 
managers throughout the world.

. We have contracted with a writer here 
in New York to start the writing of 
sections 2 & 3 of the kit. 

As this work progresses, we will send the 
proposed copy to you for your review and clearance. 
We will then review those pages for style and con¬ 
tent. After the kit is finished we plan to send 
it to you one more time for review following the 
Philip Morris clearance procedure. 

We have discussed the format of this book 
with LeAnn Zimmerman of your office and we will 
be in touch to make sure that we are all working 
most efficiently toward the same ends.
